_ However, ' they demanded a permiflion to ſtay for the Anſwers 
of Veniceand Poland; and an Imperialreſcription to the Grand Vi- 
fier; their demand was granted as to what related tothe Anſwer 
of Venice, which arrived ſoon after ; and as-for the reſt, they re- 
plied\to them, that the Anſwer of Poland: ſhould be ſent to them, 
and that bis Inge Majeſty would not writg/to the Grand Vifer.
